That wis not all; Crichton 
offercd his opponents the choice 
of ten longuages and all the 
sclences. 

But Paris laughed when, soon 
after, another notice appeared 
on the college gates, inviting 
one and all to see thls giant of 
leurning in “training at the 
nearest tavern, 

Crichton, however, was not 
fooling. After card games, 
quarrels, and drunken carousels 
in the tavern, he slept off his 
hangover und prepared to do 
battle. ;

Take one Instance. They

There ix a voluptuous island 
girl; there Is violence (“He felt 
quite slowly, aiding ‘down 
David's body.

It was Geurge Devine, the 
new energetic ditector of the 
English Stage Company (it runs 


London's Royal Court Theatre). 


who first read “Look Back In 
Anger,” He had_ advertised for 
n play to open his new season 
with o bang and there, amon 
the many scripts that 
arrived In the first post, was his 
answer. 


Basleally, the play was a 
tungle of violent emotions. It 
had no conventional plot; {, had 
iitle physical actlon; its setting 
was o dismal garret fiat, But 
the characters — a_ sneering, 
lower-mlddle-class intellectunt 
and his forlorn, upper-middle- 
class wife—were electrically

Devine read the play at a 
silting, excltedly showed it to a 
friend, and went in search of 
the author. This entailed 
driving to Chiswick, und being 
rowed in a leaking dinghy over 
the Thames to a dilapldated 
heuse-boat.

“Look Back in Anger” seemed 
nt first as if it) wouldn't lock 
back on succtss, The daily 
paper reviews were half-hearted 
and the bookings thin, It was 
left to Kenneth Tynan, one of

CWEALTH DAY 
TOMORROW 


London, May 22. 
Commonwealth Day, succes- 
nor to Empire Day, will 
be ‘celebrated throughout 
the world for the first 
time on Sunday. 

In no message issued here to- 
day marking the occasion, Lord 
de la Wara, cholrman of the 
Royal Commonwealth Society, 
said the sense of mutual loyalty 
on’ which the Commonwealth 
wag based “must not only be 
preserved but observed othesti 
by each gencrauion.” 

His message, sent to over 100 
brancdes of the society, said the 
Commonwealth was not just a 
block of territories nor was it 
the peoplo who Inhabited them. 

"It iy rether sin idea,” Lord 
de ln Wara said, ‘“that its 
people shnare—past memories of 
working together—-a belief that 
they owe something to one an- 
cther now in the present, and 
a conviction that they can at- 
{ain greater things in the future
